Gettysburg 
The County 
FORMER ACTRESS PLEADS 
INNOCENT OF EXTORTION 
O 
NE of the interesting social studies is th a t of inheritances. 
One in ­ 
herits money, another property, another books of art. another good. 


I healthy blood, and still another inherits one of the most valuable of all 
I things to be handed down—that of discipline, from the cradle to th a t of 
I upstanding citizenship. 
I quote from a choice piece of writing by William Allen W hite in 
I which he tells of the grandson of a President of the United States—“a 
I President who lived in those days when all successful Americans fought 
I their way up by overcoming hardships. 
He whacked a mule on a tow- 
I path in childhood’s golden home, worked his way through college, studied 
| law. went into politics, served his tim e in congress, fought in the Civil 
| war. and left his son, the father of my young friend, with the discipline of 
1 hard work in his youth so that he too rose to a distinguished and hon­ 
ored position.” 
I once knew a distinguished m an—now dead—whose father gave to 
him his inheritance while yet alive—he kicked him from his doorstep. 
A 
short time later th a t boy landed on the lawn of his state’s capital, where 
he spent the night. But when I first m et him he owned two great news­ 
papers, had m ade two men governors of his state, had created a large 
m ercantile business, and was a dom inant m an in banking. 
His early 
harsh inheritance of discipline had made him a successful man. 
The difficult jobs in this world are never handed over to those whose' 
early life-discipline has been in the m idst of plenty and upon "beds of 
ease.” There are not enough soft jobs to go around. There is too much j 
hard work to be done in the world and with all too few' prepared, or vol­ 
unteering to take their place where it requires brains, courage, disciplined 
bodies and stout souls a t the helm! 
We live in an age of "buck passing,” and crutch borrowing. Long ago 
the poet Low'ell cried in one of his poems: "God, give us m en!” 
I know of at least one multi-m illionaire, whose sons would be rich, 
should their father cut them completely off from all inheritance of his 
vast wealth—for he early taught them the priceless value of discipline— 
self-discipline. 
All sorts of calam ities may bruise a man, but earned or inherited dis­ 
cipline is something th at even the gods can’t touch or take away.

The disaster occurred at 3:15 p. 
• rn (10:15 a. rn.. E.S.T.). 
W itnesses 
on the shore at Almeria said they 
heard the explosion about the ves­ 
sel's bow and it was disabled im ­ 
mediately. 
Rescue craft, including lifeboats 
from the Jaim e I, rushed to the 
scene. 
The British destroyer Hy­ 
perion arrived off Almeria several 
hours later, while the cruiser Are­ 
thusa set out from Barcelona. 
The H unter was on patrol duty 
for tile European “hands-off Spain" 
committee, supervising the ban on 
the flow of arm s and foreign vol un- I 
teers to the Spanish civil war. 
Officials gave no further details, 
but some witnesses were reported as | 
saying they were certain the ves­ 
sel encountered a submarine tor­ 
pedo rather than a mine. 
Almeria is the nearest port to G i­ 
braltar held by the Spanish govern­ 
ment. 
Spanish Insurgents hold the 
coast from G ibraltar through M a­ 
laga to a point roughly halfway be­ 
tween M aiagna and Almeria.
